heritance, as alſo be inabled as heir and heirs,and tobe Jnheritable to any of the Anceſtors, Collateral o2 Lineall of the ſafd Dar- 
gueſs and Elizabeth,o2 either of them, in as large and ample manner to all Jntents, Conſtructions and Purpoſes,as the Childzen 
bo2n in lawful Yatrimony betwirt any other ofthe Rings Subjects be, and ought fobe: And that it ſhall be lawfull fo2 ſuch Jflue 
as ts afozeſatd to uſe fo2 the Recovery of any Lands, Tenements, Þereditaments and-Rights, all and every ſuch Action either of 
his and their own Joſſeſsfon and Setſin, 02 of the Ponrion and Selfſin of the ſaid Warqueſs and Elizabeth, 02 either of them , 
02 of the Poſſeſsion and Seiſin of any Anceſfo2 Collateral o2 lineal to the ſaftd Darqueſs andElizaberb, oz to either and every of 
them, and to make their title as here or heires to them o2 any ofthem, inaslarge and ample manner as any other of the Kings 
Subjeds, bozn ſn fawful Yatrimony, might o2 ought after the death of any their Unceſto2s; The ſaid fozmer Yarrtage betwirt 
the ſatd Yarqueſs and Anne, 02 any Decretal Canon, Conſtitution, Eccleſiaſtical Law, Common Law, Statute, Cage, Pzeſcrt- 
ption or Cuſtome of this Realme to the Contrary in any wile Notwithſtanding.
